Tt 
is bound to take some time to awa- 
ken these easy-going women who are 
quite content to allow others to do 
the voting and the first to criticize 
if the best candidate is not elected. 
Tet us support the League of Na- 
tions and work for permanent peace. 
Tf all the women of the World 
worked harmoniously together for 
international peace, this would soon 
be accomplished.”
